economics, 
University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture.

ing th a t st a te m ent, Case said he 
was thinking of the good of the 
individual, the c om m unit y and the 
nation. 
One of the m a j or problems of 
agricult ure 
is the m ovem e nt 
of 
capital and earnings 
from
